ence & tributary duty,then had all true Subjefts quietly enjoyed their 
owne, then had his Majeſty not been depriv'd of his Townes, His 
Ships,his Caſtles, his Magazines, his Houſes, his Lands, his Cuſtomes, 
his Children,hts Revenue,his Ammunition, his Subzes, and as neare 
as we could, of a]l that was neare or deare unto Him, then had theſe 
miſchicfs never have been begun, this Kingdom had not lain weltring 


1n her own bloud, we had not then been involvediin unſpeakable mi- 


fery,nor keyt m this perpetualMlivery, under the Abortive and uſur- 
ping power of 4 pretended Parliament-Evevlaſting.

Asnaughty Boyes,when they firſt practiſe pilfering, deginro ſeale 
Pins, and proceed to poynts, and paſſing unreproved, fall at laſt tobe 
perfitly Grammard in the Art of filching, theeving, and robbery, and 
make no ſcruple to commit any felony or villany, fol at fir, wasbut 
drawnc in like an ignorant Sot, and ſhortly came to the degree of a 
malitious Krave, and in alittle time (with the help of the Devill ) I 
gtew tothe high Calling of a Rebel], and ſhortly after (me ar 
Treaſon was the only way tofbe ſecure,and the impregnable Bulwar 
todefend me from the ſtroke and battry otLaw and Tuſtice, for all my 
former notorious crimes committed,any manner of Roguery,where- 
&y the King might be injurd, was as goodas Cakeand Cultard to me, 
and every ſcurvy ſong, Rime, Lecture or Libell againſt the office and 
perſons ot Biſhops, Courtiers,and Cavaliers, was as ſweet Muſique to 
me, as the fat end of a Puddingsy, I wa; ata Market Towne, called 
Mansfield, in the Forrelt of Sherwood in N ottinghamhire, where my 
Brethren b: avely threw, pulPd and haled downe the Matket Crofle, 
and after thatthey ſpieda' Carved round picce of wood in the forme 
of a Crowne, which was f#frly wrought, painted and guilded, and 
ſtoo1 torthe Signe of the Crowne, which we (like moſt violeat vali- 
ant villaines) did pluck from the Signe polt, «and in reverence to the 
Crowne, & duty to the King, we drag'd it through the dirt, and kick'd 
it aboutthe ſtreers (O brave Rogues) ſo that the Widdow Hal, who 
was ownereffe of the houſe , was faine tohave a new Signe made at 
hcr owne charge,and verily this was then, me thought, very pretty, . 
fooliſh, witty, Roguiſh paſtime. - 
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Indeed we were at#ſo infuſed or exthuſiafmed with the Bakilonian 
Confuſion of Amwſterdamnable Religions and opinions, that we could 
never be quict, till we had broughe our felves untothe {lavery of the 
Rotter-dams'd exciſe; for we had wiſely conſidered that Forraigne 
Nations, with all their firength and policies, could never invade or 
evercome us, & therefore we thought it honourable to imitate A4iax, 
for as none but Asazhad the glory to kill Aiax, ſo none bur Engli/p. 
wen ſhall be famous for ruinating Englard, much like the pretty Bird 
called a Viper, who, as it is related by Ge/#4,doth murther his Mother 
by gnawing a paſlage outuf her wamb into the world. Befides we 
wereinfeted withthchereſie of the Counſellors of Benadad King of 
Syria. 1.King.20 2.3, That God was the God of the Hills, and therc- 
fore wealwayes ranne tothe Hills,and skulk'd 1n.woods and hedges, 
(like Theeves and Bandittes) for we never durlt to ſhew our ſelves 
againſt the Kings Forces in thz Plaines, nor onceabide the hazzird of a 
faire pitchd field; and yet for all theſe poor ſhifts and tricks, ir bath 
alwayes been our goad fortune tobe bexten, and tg runne away tv 
London, and there we patch: up our Rebellious Cowardly diſaſters, 
with vicorious Lies, in Pamphlets and LeRures, nor worth pence 
a_pliece.

Rebells, that ever liv'd inany Age or Nation, Jack Straw, Watt T ys. 
ter, Iaek ( ade, Lambert Simacl, Perkin Warbeck, and allthe Rabble 
of {uch tellowes never cameneerusin Impicty and Treichg y, for 
they did never ſpoylc and demoliſh Churches and Church orna:uents, 
as we have done, anditis worthy of a molt Regarding Conſiderati- 
on, that His Majcſtics forces wherefoever they have come, have 
not any Wy ufed any Prophanation or I:revercntdemeanor towards 
any Church.

Aundnngae. 

I have called to mind that, ever ſince we began tobe Rebells and 
Schiſmaticks, that-we never gaind any Good, or did any thing wor-
